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DETAILED ACTION

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Japanese application number 10-257084 by Atsushi Mochizuki et al. 
("Mochizuki"). 

Mochizuki discloses an image processing system comprising: 

an image displaying apparatus16 which displays an image; 

an imaging taking apparatus (2, 6) to take the image displayed in the 
image displaying apparatus; 

an optical characteristic changing apparatus 4 provided between the 
image taking apparatus and the image displaying apparatus, which changes 
optical characteristics of the displayed image; 

a lightpath changing apparatus 10 which changes a lightpath of the 
displayed image; 

a position controller 15 which controls the lightpath changing apparatus to 
change the lightpaths of the respective imaqes; and 

an image processor 14 which receives a plurality of images (VA, VB') 
having respective changed lightpaths from the image taking apparatus and 
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generates a processed image with a moire removed by correcting or superposing 
the size and brightness of the plurality of the images (see figures 1 and 16), 

wherein the position controller moves the image displaying apparatus to a 
plurality of predetermined positions (the image pickup camera 6 is moved along 
the y and z coordinates of figures 1 and 15 using elements 11 and 12), 

the image taking apparatus takes an image of the displayed image at each 
of the plurality of the predetermined positions (see paragraphs 11 and 12), 

the image processor generates the processed image with the moire 
removed by correcting or superposing the plurality of the images taken by the 
image taking apparatus at the plurality of predetermined positions (see figures 1 
and 16 and paragraphs 13 and 14), and 

the lightpath changing apparatus operates in a manner of one of a 
galvanometer mirror and a prism (element 10). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
invention to modify the device to move the image display apparatus 16 instead of 
the camera 6, because the ability to move a display relative to a camera to 
remove moire is known to be within the skill in the art as taught by the z-axis 
moving mechanism and the y-axis moving mechanism that can move pickup 
system B by a desired amount, such as 3.5 pickup pixels for example (paragraph 
14). In this particular case, moving the pickup camera to a plurality of 
predetermined positions is equivalent to moving the display apparatus to a 
plurality of predetermined positions, because both perform the same function of 
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displacing the image relative to the camera to achieve the same result of 
removing moire. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed October 1 1 , 2007 have been fully considered 
but they are not persuasive. Applicant argues that the prior art does not move 
the image displaying apparatus to a plurality of predetermined positions. 
However, the z-axis moving mechanism and the y-axis moving mechanism can 
move pickup system B by a desired amount, such as 3.5 pickup pixels for 
example (paragraph 14). Moving the pickup camera is equivalent to moving the 
display apparatus to a plurality of predetermined positions, because the result of 
displacing the image relative to the cameras to remove moire is the same.
